In April, 1921, the manuscript of the present work was awarded the Phillips 
Prize offered by the American Philosophical Society for the best essay on 
" The Control of the Foreign Relations of the United States." It has been 
carefully revised and brought up to December, 1921. 

The book is an analysis from the point of view of international and con- 
stitutional law of the powers and responsibilities of the President, Senate, 
Congress and the people, in making treaties, in employing military and naval 
force, declaring and conducting war, recognizing foreign states and govern- 
ments, and in adding to the territory of the United States. An examination 
is made of the law and precedents bearing upon the various controversies in 
connection with the Treaty of Versailles, and the treaties resulting from the 
conference on Limitation of Armament and Far Eastern affairs. The consti- 
tutionality of the League of Nations is particularly considered. Besides the 
descriptive and analytical content of the book, the author includes a final 
chapter formulating a number of conclusions as constructive suggestions for 
improving the American method of conducting foreign relations.
